HANNA'3 HAUP OF GOOD TIMES. 


ACTS GENTLY

There is much heard about goot 


times, bat there is little learned about 
them. There is a tendency to magnify 
ttie timea by telling the people there 
ie good timea. The most wonderful 
thing there is about the times that the 
people do not learn about Is that 
Hanna and McKinley are the men who 
are loaded down with harbingers of 
peace and plenty, which will explain 
to the unwilling the cause for hearing 
only of good times. When Inquiry is 
made of the wage-earner about these 
good times there is no cause for so 
much talk about them. 


The harp o! a thousand strings that 


Is continually played to the mosio of 
good timea gives meaningless sounds 
to a large majority of men who de- 
pend npon their daily labor for their 
support and the support of those de- 
pendent npon them. Will these harp- 
ers tell the people something about 
the good times that will convince the 
mind, through a means that cover the 
backs and fill the stomaohs of the 
toiling millions with more eaoe than 
formerly? When they, or any of them, 
have done ao a license will be theirs to 
tell on (be streets and proclaim from 
the housetops the efficiency of Hanna 
aud McKinley in creating good times. 


Within the last two years there has 


been many extra millions expended by 
the government for munitions of war, 
that should have gone into circulation 
among the people, but no laboring 
man on the continent has had the load 
of life made lighter because of the ex- 
penditure of the money. Many extra 
millions hare been expended in thin 
country by the government of Geeat 
Britain to provide supplies for Us 
army in Sonlb Africa; but there are no 
facts which can be given that will tund 
to enlighten the mind that a shilling 
of the money has reached the pockets 
of the wage-earner, or that an extra 
day's labor has been caused by the 
expenditure of unusual sums of money 
for war purposes by onr government 
and the government of Great Britain. 


The wall of sorrow and desolation 


that has gono up from Porto Rico is 
not en evidence of plenty under the 
sway of American institutions and 
good times. 
The slaughter of the 


people of the Philippines, when there 
should have been peaoe under a proper 
administrated, bae not tended to give 
assurance of better times, or to produce 
them. The money it has required to 
maintain a state of war in the islands 
has not reached the people of the 
United States to aid them to maintain 
an expenditure incident, to the means 
of slaughter in the interest o{ the 
money power, that the islanda may be 
govsrned after the manner, of the isl- 
land of Porto Rico a&ds the people of 
the Fttilippiues enslaved to cruel task 
masters. It ia not in shutting down 
the trust industries and depriving 
thousands of people ot employment 
because of over production, that haa 
Its origin in high prices and a suspen- 
sion of consumption imposed upon an 
over burdened people, that causes good 
times. 


It is not concentration of the in- 


dustries of the people by making them 
subject to large capitalized corpora- 
tions called trusts, whereby hundreds 
of tbonsands are deprived of employ- 
ment and a means of making a living, 
that make good times for working men 
who are the body of the people. It ia 
not by imposing the products of trusts 
at exorbitant prices that are doable 
the renl value of the products, that 
provide means to make work plentiful 
and labor in demand at remunerative 
wages that cause good times. All of 
these condition and more are npon the 
people of the misgovereaed United 
States and yet the harp Is made to 
croon good time?. 
May an Alwlse 


good deliver onr country from all 
these causes which oppress the people 
and cause bad times. 


The means of living have been In- 


creased to the wage earner within the 
last two years, without any correspond- 
ing benefit, not less than twenty-five 
per cent while every tendency of the 
times through affirmative legislation 
and 
H denial of remedial legislation 


has been and is to oppress him. The 
work of the trusts bae gone forward at 
<»n alarming pace aud no effort has 
been or will be made to relieve the 
people against tho oppression these 
villianies bring to all the people. The 
laws that are upon the statute books 
agsinst them remain as dead letters in 
the bands of an administration that is 
ruled and run by trusts, and still 
Hunna'a harp continues to drone good 
limes. There is no effort made by

Richard Rutt Parkinson, "The 


Nestor 
of 
Nevada 


Journalism."

SEATTLE, Wash., April 30.—Richard Rutt 


Parkinson, nestor of journalism in Nevada, and 
editorial writet on the Alta-California in days when 
San Francisco was in its infancy, died here today 
of Pneumonia after a brief illness, aged 82 years. 


He was "born in the historic St. Paul house, 


Edmonton, Middlesex, London. His father was 
clerk otthe British Court of Chancery. He was 
educated at Eaton college and fitted for the bar. 
Mr. Parkinson inherited a fortune from his mother 
and as soon as he was out of college he commenced 
travels which took him all over the world. 


He arrived in San Francisco in 1859 and set- 


tled there as a writer on the Alta-California. 
He 


became the owner of much property, but, after he 
joined in the rush to Sierra county in 1856-7, he 
did not pay much attention to it and lost the title. 
He once owned the site of the Baldwin hotel. From 
a mining camp he sent a man to San Francisco to 
pay the taxes. The man ran away with the money 
and Mr. Parkinson lost the property. 


After taking part in the Washoe or the Corn- 


stock excitement, he went to Carson where he 
founded the Daily Nevada Tribune. He was known 
in Nevada and California as the "nestor of Nevada 


journalism." 


In 1895 his health commenced to fail and he 


came to Seattle, where he has lived a retired life. 
He leaves a wife, five daughters and two sons. 


He was a personal friend of Horace Greeley, 


Mark Twain, John W. Mackay, U. S. Senator Stew- 
art and nearly all California's pioneer miners.
